Woman, 20, killed 
in head-on accident 


A Lompoc woman was killed and two other persons were critically injured 
today in a two-car headon collision on Highway I, nine miles south of Lompoc. 
Dead was Peggy Diane Womom, 20, of 101 Hiaigtington Pl. The woman was a 
passenger in a car driven by Deborah Sampley, ll, of 1312 E. North Ave. 
Sampley and the driver of the other car, Cheryl Ann Mason, 21, of Van Nuys, 
were both critically injured, according to authorities. 
The two injured women were under intensive care at Lompoc Hospital. 
Details of the accident were being compiled this morning as the investigation 
into the accident proceeded. Initial information indicated the two cars collided 
on an even stretch of roadway and came to rest (rn the road itself. 
One of the cars, which one was not immediately clear, had suitcases and 
other personal property indicating that one or another of the women was bound 
on a trip of some sort. 
Airport drama ends 
with man's surrender 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - A mentally 
disturbed airline mechanic turned his 
gun over to a friend and surrendered ear­ 
ly today after 14-14 hours of terror 
aboard a grounded United Airlines jet in 
a frustrated hijacking attempt. 
During a nightlong siege at United’s 
huge maintenance base at San Francisco 
International Airport, authorities 
refused the hijacker’s demands for a 
crew, despite an appeal by Richard 
Funk, 38, one of the hostages who was 
knifed superficially several times, to “ - 
send somebody out ... I’m bleeding all 
over the cockpit.” 
Palm J. Hinnant, 37, a UAL employe 
on side leave for mental health, marched 
Funk and another hostage aboard the 
DCS jet at 4:20 p.m. Tuesday, waving 
other workers on the plane away with a 
Luger pistol. He reportedly was angry 
because he had been told his sick leave 
benefits expired. 
The hijacker demanded food, brandy, 
fuel, maps of the “ continental United 
States and the East Coast” and a flight 
crew. He did not otherwise indicate 
where he wanted to go. 
FB I marksmen and a sheriff’s Special 
Weapons unit surrounded the aircraft, 
parked just outside a huge hangar at the 
big base, at the north end of the airport. 


During the hours that followed, 
authorities, talking to Hinnant by radio, 
told him “ no way” would the plane be 
able to take off because the aircraft was 
inoperable and no pilots would volunteer 
to fly it. 
After the hijacker fired his weapon 
once, increased his threats and slashed 
Funk several times with a knife, an aux­ 
iliary power unit was provided to heat 
the plane, and fueling was begun. 
Dr. Morris Brock, a psychiatrist who 
had treated Hinnant, went out to the 
plane and talked to him from the ground. 
Towards morning, Hinnant gave up his 
efforts to hijack the airplane and 
demanded only “ safe passage” to his 
car. 


At about 6:30 a.m. he released Jerome 
Dusenberry, 42, a UAL electrician who 
had gone aboard to replace one of the 
original hostages because he could 
operate the plane’s radio. 
Two friends, Clarence Hamlet, 50, 
whom Hinnant described as his “ second 
father,” and Lincoln Jones, another me­ 
chanic, went out to the plane in a van 
about 6:30 a.m. 
A few minutes later, Jones sent word 
that, “ We’ve got the gun in our hand 
right now. We’re craning off. We are go­ 
ing to have some coffee and eggs and sit 
down and talk.” 
Hinnant asked that a woman friend, 
Coletta Hawthorne, come out to meet 
him. She went out to the plane and the 
party got into a van and were taken into 
the hangar where FB I agents took the 
hijacker into custody and sent him to San 
Francisco General Hospital for ex­ 
amination. 
There was no immediate word on what 
charges would be brought against Hin­ 
nant. 
Fink was also sent to a hospital, but an 
FB I spokesman said his stab wounds in 
the arms appeared to be minor. 
Charles W. Bates, FB I agent in charge 
of the operation, said authorities were 
prepared to wait Hinnant out. 
“ We were prepared to do any plan 
necessary to get the job done,” he said. 
“ We were concerned with the lives of the 
hostages and as a matter of fact with his 
life, too. We’ve been working on it all 
night long and thank God it worked.” 
Bates gave special praise to Sgt. Bill 
Sweeney of the San Mateo County sherif­ 
f’s office, who conducted all the radio 
negotiations with Hinnant and the 
hostages. 
San Mateo County Sheriff John Mc­ 
Donald said there were at least 50 sherif­ 
f’s deputies at the scene. 
The last words of Hinnant to the FB I 
before he left the plane were: “ ITI be 
going to jail, right?” 
Hinnant is divorced and the father of 
two. 
Chicago bids goodbye 
to its mayor, boss 


CHICAGO (U PI) - With the words 
“ God rest this man’s beautiful soul,” 
Chicago said goodbye today to Richard J. 
Daley, the mayor and boss of the city for 
more than 21 years. 
President-elect Jimmy Carter and 
Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
were in the congregation along with 
leaders of government and politics from 
throughout the country when the last 
tribute was paid to Daley at his funeral 
services in his neighborhood Nativity of 
Our Lord Church. 
The words were spoken by the Rev. 
Gilbert Graham, a longtime friend of the 
Daley family, who officiated at the 
requiem mass assisted by Chicago’s 
archbishop, Cardinal John Cody 
Hundreds huddled in a wind chill of ll 
below zero outside the white brick 
church where Daley was baptized and 
married and where he returned for the 
last time following his collapse of a heart 
attack at 74 in his doctor’s office Mon­ 
day. 
In his eulogy. Father Graham said, 
“ Mayor Daley was known everywhere as 
a man of power. Many people attribute 


that to political power, which I know he 
would have placed far down on his list of 
priorities. 
“ He had the power to love. It extended 
to everyone around him, and especially 
Chicago. How he loved them and how 
they knew he loved them!” 
“ No man ever wanted to die less than 
Mayor Daley because he had so much to 
live for and so much love to give. Yet he 
surely had no fear of death. He was very 
much at home talking to his God, which 
he did every day in prayer. 
“ In the contents of his wallet...there 
were at least a dozen well-worn prayers 
he used every day He always had his 
rosary, which calmed him no matter 
what the problems of his day might have 
been. 
“ His last days were days of loving 
preparation for the Christmas he will 
celebrate this year with Christ 
himself...” 
The service was short. Father Graham 
explained, “ Mrs. Daley and her family 
have asked that there be no formal 
eulogy this morning. It just wasn’t his 
style.” 
Council to reconsider

On a motion by Councilman Joe Valen­ 
cia and supported by Councilman 
Charles Ward and Mayor E. C. Stevens, 
the council instructed the staff to 
negotiate with the school district for the 
use of the meeting room at district 
headquarters. 
Declaring that it was on her motion 
that the council hacked out of a prior 
arrangement with the school district late 
in 1975.

She was joined by 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton who felt

Atlantic oil spill spreads 
as tanker hulk breaks apart 


NANTUCKET. Mass. (U PI) — The bow section of the Liberian tanker Argo 
Merchant, split from the grounded hulk by high seas, broke apart today and 
dumped the rest of its 7.6 million gallon cargo of heavy oil into the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
Coast Guard officials said the slick from the worst oil spill in the history of 
the U.S. Atlantic coast now stretches more than IOO miles from the wrecked 
tanker wedged on the Nantucket Shoals 27 miles from Nantucket. 


The bow, which was snapped from the ship Tuesday, was split apart early to­ 
day and part of it sank. The sinking forced the Coast Guard to abandon plans to 
put men on board the ship today. 


More than 6.5 million gallons of thick industrial oil have flooded from the 
holds of the jack-knifed tanker in the worst oil spill in the history of the U.S. 
Atlantic coast. The oil has spread east in a slick 90 miles long ami 27 miles 
wide. 
Hundreds of seabirds have been killed and shellfish beds ruined by the 
drifting pancake-shaped blobs which threaten both the popular beadles of 
southern New England and the lush Georges Bank fishing grounds. 
A Coast Guard spokesman, however, said that some of the oil “ has gone 


across' the tip of the bank, and the damage may not be as severe as at first ex­ 
pected. 
The Coast Guard team of experts were to be lowered today by helicopter to 
the wrecked hulk, grounded on the Nantucket Shoals. 
Battling waves and freezing winds, they will attempt to stabilize the bow sec­ 
tion by putting out an anchor and pumping oil into forward tanks. The plan then 
is to haul it to deep water and sink it, using gunfire if necessary. 
The captain of the Liberian vessel, owned by a New York company, was to 
appear in court today concerning the wreck. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., set a hearing in Boston Wednesday night 
to investigate the accident. Rep. Gerry Studds, D-Mass., whose district covers 
the beautiful area beaches, termed the spill "a disaster of major and unprece­ 
dented proportions.” 
The tanker split in half Tuesday during a winter storm that caused 20-foot 
waves. The area of sea pollution measured approximately 75 miles by 27 miles 
at its widest point. 
Winds and currents have kept the oil away from the coast, but there were 
fears changes in the weather could cause the oil to come ashore on beaches and 
threaten the tourist business in resort areas.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A federal 
takeover of health care would bring 
medical bills of “ truly astronomical 
proportions,” the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability said today, urgng in­ 
dustry and labor to impose controls. 
William Liliey IQ, acting director of 
the council, told reporters, “ Simple 
answers are doomed to failure; the 
inflationary problems of the health care 
industry must be dealt with on their own 
terms.” 
In a related development, the Social 
Security Administration released a 
report which said the cost of hospital and 
doctors’ services has risen at an 
“ unprecedented” pace since the removal 
of wage-price controls on health care 
more than two years ago. 
Health care inflation continues to out­ 
strip increases in the cost of living since 
the April 30,1974, removal of controls on 
providers of health care, the report said. 
The wage and price council reported 
on a year-long investigation of health 
care in the United States — its costs, its 
providers, the plans that work, and the 
systems that cost too much. 
Health care costs have been going up 
at nearly twice the rate of the 
government’s Consumer Price Index, 
the council said, an “ extraordinary in­ 
flationary behavior” that cries out for 
controls.

The single item on the Lompoc City 
Council’s agenda Tuesday night did not 
enjoy smooth sailing and ended up get­ 
ting beached until the meeting of 
January 4. 
Representatives of real estate and 
development interests, indicating that 
they were not necessiarly opposed to the 
proposed changes in the environmental 
quality regulations in the city, asked for 
additional time to study the matter. 
The council granted the two-week 
delay somewhat reluctantly, noting that 
some 660 units of construction are in 
various stages of development or 
preparation and that any extensive delay 
in adopting the new guidelines could 
have serious implications. 
It was agreed that Community 
Development Director Jack Lam would 
conduct an information session with in­ 
terested parties at I p.m. December 29 
in the council chambers. 
Lam outlined his proposed resolution 
to modify the existing standards, 
procedures and guidelines for processing 
of environmental reviews to bring the 
local regulations into line with state 
mandated changes scheduled to go into 
effect on January I. 
The state’s new regulations require 
project proponents to supply more com­ 
plete, accurate and detailed descriptions 
of the proposals and more detailed staff 
analysis of this material, Lam said. 
At the same time, the new guidelines 
ease some of the requirements which at 
present constitute considerable expense 
for developments, making it possible for 
a conditional negative declaration to be 
issued in casal where minor adverse en­ 
vironmental consequences can be 
remedied with relative 
Under the existing regulations, such 
projects still are required to submit full 
environmental impact reports. Under 
the new proposal, the less-costly con­ 
ditional negative declaration would be 
possible. 
Lam noted that the cost for 
preliminary evaluations as well as 


processing environmental assessments 
w ill increase for the Community 
Development Department and he 
proposed a new fee schedule, ranging 
from a minimum of $100 for a negative 
declaration to $300 plus other costs in­ 
curred by the city for full EIRs. 
Charles Carmichael, executive direc­ 
tor of the Lompoc Economic Develop­ 
ment Association, said he had contacted 
a number of developers and real estate 
people who unanimously felt they would 
like to study the present and proposed 
regulations and make input to the coun­ 
cil before a final decision is made. 
Realtor Harley Craig said Santa Bar­ 
bara County and its cities had a reputa­ 
tion as being the toughest in the state 
when it comes to enforcing the En­ 
vironmental Quality Act provisions and 
hinted that other areas do not take them 
quite so seriously. 
Mayor E. C. Stevens said the city and 
county had no alternative but to abide by 
the regulations, and Councilman Charles 
Ward commented that the city is not 
creating any new requirements but is 
simply stipulating who will pay for the 
processing. 
Realtor and developer Art Scott, 
former councilman and mayor of Lom­ 
poc, said, “ The industry is not out to rip 
anybody off — the public or the city. 
EIRs are very important. Our concern is 
that we get rid of the waste and 
bureaucracy to accomplish this task. 
Fees have to be realistic and we are in 
sympathy with the city for wanting to 
recoup as much of the cost of processing 
as possible. What we are asking — since 
this does impact on such a large segment 
of our business community — is a chance 
to review it with the staff and come back 
with something that we all can live 
with.” 


Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz said 
she had been unable to complete the 
reading of the nearly 40 pages of single­ 
spaced typewritten material relating to 
the proposals and felt that all of the 
changes mandated by the state should be 
known and understood by all concerned. 
“ We need to make it as easy as possi­ 


ble for new developments to crane in 
without being detrimental to the city,” 
she said 
Lam cautioned that if the action on the 
changes is delayed beyond two weeks, 
pending industrial developments could 
not proceed as they had been outlined to 
developees because the new guidelines 
will not be in effect. 
Councilman Joe Valencia commented 
that the same situation applies to the 650- 
plus other units under preparation. 
FCC suspends 
fee collection 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Federal 
Com m unications Com mission, 
responding to a federal court decision, 
today announced it is suspending collec­ 
tion of all fees, including the $4 Citizens 
Band radio purchasers must pay to get 
their license. 
Since fees were instituted in 1970 at the 
urging of Congress, the FCC has 
collected more than $156 million, an of­ 
ficial said. He also said the prices for a 
license — ranging from “ a couple of 
dollars” fra a radiotelephone license to 
tens of thousands fra radio stations — 
were set arbitrarily and will not be reim­ 
posed unless Congress provides the FCC 
with “ some decent ground rules.” 
Some refunds may be made, the of­ 
ficial said, but probably only to the 
broadcasters and not to the millions of 
CB, radiotelephone and amateur radio 
buffs. 
Starting Jan. I, all fees will be dropped 
and a study started on how to make re­ 
funds of collections the U S Court of Ap­ 
peals for Washington said last week were 
illegal. 
Tile court ruled Dec. 16 in four cases 
that appealed fees imposed last year on 
cable systems, equipment, manufac­ 
turers, common carriers and broad­ 
casters. 
The FCC said its 1975 fee schedule, at 
issue in the latest case, was adopted in 
response to a previous Supreme Court 
action and legislati 
and legislation passed in 1962.

LYON. France (U P I) - A 
school bus carrying mentally 
retarded children home from a 
joyful pre-Christmas class lost 
its way in dense fog and 
crashed into the icy Rhone 
River Tuesday, killing IS of the 
children and a teacher. 
Police said 9 persons — 7 
children, the bus driver and 
another teacher — were pulled 
from IS feet of frigid water and 
survived. Only one child and the 
driver remained in the hospital 
today. 
Police said they had not es­ 
tablished yet exactly how many 
children boarded the bus and 
said a search continued for 
more possible victim s in the 
river. 
Eleven children died in the 
water-filled bus. Firemen lifted 
two out alive but they died in 
Edouard Herriot hospital a few 
hours later. 
The children, aged 6 to 12, at­ 
tended school at the Edouard 
Seguin Children’s Institute. The 
bus was transporting them 
home after a festive class in 
which they made Christmas 
tree ornaments of paper. 
Bus driver Jean Paul Maury 
stopped the bus to let off an es­ 
timated dozen children and then 
headed into the suburb of Port 
Edouard Herriot. which was 
blanketed by a dense fog.

There was no change in the 
rate of assaults and forcible 
rapes, while property crimes 
increased 3 per cent, the figures 
showed.

LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - Los

“ That’s a great Christmas 
present,” Farr rejoiced when 
the case ended Tuesday. 
Older has decided not to ap­ 
peal a higher court ruling in 
F a rr’s favor, said Deputy 
County Counsel William Ste­ 
wart. 
“ He wants to let it go to bed,” 
Stewart said. 
The struggle centered on 
Farr’s refusal to tell Older, the 
judge at the 1970 trial of the 
Charles Manson family for the 
Sharon Tate murders, which of 
the six prosecution and defense 
attorneys violated Older’s gag 
order by leaking a document to 


F a rr, then 
Examiner. 
of the Herald- 


It was the transcript of an in­ 
terview w ith a p otential 
witness, a cellmate of one of 
the Manson girls. She said the 
“ fam ily” plotted to kill other 
celebrities, including Frank 
Sinatra and Elizabeth Taylor. 
When Older summoned him 
in 1971, demanding he identify 
the law yer, Farr cited the 
California shield law protecting 
reporters from being forced to 
divulge confidential sources. 
An appeals court ruled the 
law did not apply, saying the 
state legislature has no authori­ 
ty to interfere with a judge’s 
powers to enforce his own 
orders in his own court, a 
precedent F a rr’s attorney’s 
never managed to overturn. 
In 1972-’73, after repeated 
refusals, Farr was jailed on an 
open-ended contempt citation 
that could have kept him behind 
bars until he relented or the 
judge died or retired. He was 
freed on appeal after 46 days by 
a U.S. Supreme Court justice. 


CAIRO (U P I) - Presidents 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt and 
Hafez Assad of Syria have 
agreed to unite their two 
countries and seek an early 
Middle East settlement with 
Israel, whom they accused of 
attempting to block an Arab 
peace initiative. 
In a joint declaration issued 
Tuesday in Cairo and Damas­ 
cus, the two presidents set up a 
joint political command and six 
committees to coordinate their 
policies for defense, foreign af­ 
fairs and other matters. 
Sadat and Assad called for 
reconvening the Geneva Middle 
East peace conference with 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion participation before the 
end of March — despite the 
political upheaval caused by 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin's sudden resignation. 
“ The joint political command 
w ill draw up, as soon as possi­ 
ble, the necessary guidelines 
fo r prom oting and con­ 
solidating the unionist relations 
between the two countries and 
w ill supervise the necessary 
steps of implementation,” the 
declaration said. 
Foreign 
M inister Ism ail 
Fahmi. who read the statement 
at a Cairo news conference, 
said "the two presidents have 
agreed to unite the two 
countries.” 
In an obvious allusion to the 


Israeli crisis, Sadat and Assad 
condemned what they called 
“ all attempts at obstruction 
and maneuvers of procrastina­ 
tion which the progress of 
peace is facing.” 


The more outspoken Fahmi 
fla tly 
d ism issed 
the 
governmental crisis as “Israe­ 
li 
acrobatics” designed to 
delay the peace momentum. 


“ We had expected that they 
would attempt to block any 


Arab action” toward reviving 
the Geneva talks, he said. 
“ Now they are doing it for 
trivial and unbelievable ex­ 
cuses. They want to waste half 
of 1977.” 
Sadat and Assad worked out 
the details of their unity 
declaration in four days of talks 
in Cairo. 
The unity theme contrasted 
with the rhetoric of three 
months ago when Syria was ac­ 
cusing Egypt of “ selling out” in 


signing a separate settlement 
with Israel and Egypt, in turn, 
condemned Syrian m ilitary in­ 
tervention in Lebanon. 
The rift, which began in 
September 1975, was healed at 
two Arab summit conferences 
in Cairo and Riyadh last Oc­ 
tober. 
Egypt and Syria were merged 
in 1958 in the United Arab 
Republic, but the m erger 
collapsed in September 1961 
with a m ilitary coup in Syria.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - A 
leading legislative supporter of 
capital punishment has called 
on Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
to disclose whether he would 
sign or veto a bill to reinstate 
the death penalty in California. 
Sen. George Deukmejian, R- 
Long Beach, author of the 1973 
death penalty law ruled uncon­ 
stitutional Dec. 7 by the state 
Supreme Court. Tuesday said 
Brown did not need to study the 
matter and should announce his 
position immediately. 
Brown last week said he still 
opposes capital punishment but 
refused to say whether he 
would sign or veto a new death 
penalty bill. 
Deukmejian, the Senate GOP 
leader, said in a news release 
that the subject of capital 
punishm ent 
has 
been 
thoroughly debated and “ this is 
not a complicated issue.” 
* He charged that Brown s 
stand on the issue “ is another 
clear sign of his lack of 
leadership.” 
Deukmejian noted that the 
1972 ballot initiative which 
directed the legislature to write 
a new death penalty statute was 
approved overwhelmingly by 
the voters. 
“ The people are still the 
source of power in this state 
and they have made their 
decision.” Deukmejian said 
The Supreme Court ruled that 
the 1973 law did not meet U S 
Supreme Court guidelines set 
down in July. The state court 
said the death penalty as ap­ 
plied in California did not allow 
juries to consider mitigating 
circumstances and was applied 
arbitrarily.

Rhodesia 
(U P I) — Black nationalist 
leader Joshua Nkomo today 
demanded an international in­ 
quiry into the massacre of 27 
tea plantation workers Sunday, 
implying mercenary soldiers 
might have been involved. 
The workers were lined up 
and gunned down in front of 
their wives and children in an 
apparent attempt to frighten off 
labor from white-owned es­ 
tates. The Rhodesian govern­ 
ment said the men were killed 
by guerrillas operating from 
Mozambique. 
Nkomo. a delegate to the 
now-recessed Rhodesian in­ 
dependence talks in Geneva, 
said in a statement that the 
killers could be “ mercenaries 
seeking to justify their em­ 
ployment.” He said he doubted 
that regular Rhodesian forces 


would commit such an atrocity. 
“ Of course, any man who 
does this kind of thing is a 
terrorist, but not necessarily a 
guerrilla fighter.... Only an in­ 
dependent international inqui­ 
ry can get at the facts. It must 
be done, and quickly,” Nkomo 
said. 
The workers were killed on a 
tea estate near the eastern 
border with Mozambique. A 
survivor told newsmen that the 
gang. between 20 and 30 in 
number, told their victim s: 
“ The best thing we can do is to 
kill you, as we can see that you 
don’t want to listen.” 


Nkomo's reference to merce­ 
naries appeared to be an at­ 
tem pt to im plicate w hite 
fo reig n ers re cru ite d by 
Rhodesia to fight the guerrilla 
war. 


High w aves

SUNSET BEACH (U P I) - 
Crews worked late Tuesday 
night building sand bag dikes to 
stave off a new wave of high 
tides and surf that damaged six 
oceanfront homes.

BEIRU T . Lebanon (U P I) - 
Syrian troops and pro-Syrian 
Palestinians battled radical 
guerrillas in south Beirut today 
in the second major Syrian- 
Palestinian clash in two days. 
Initial reports from the scene 
of the fighting, the Sabra 
refugee camp near Beirut 
International Airport, said at 
least four persons had been 
killed as rival Palestinian fac­ 
tions exchanged machine gun 
fire and rocket-propelled 
grenades in the narrow streets 
of the camp and its surrounding 
residential district. 
Syrian peacekeeping troops 
waded into the fight with ar­ 
mored cars and rockets, the 
reports said. One eyewitness 
called the fighting “ worse than 
ever.” 
Nearly 50 persons have died 
in sim ilar intra-Palestinian and 
Syrian-Palestinian fighting in 
Beirut and the northern port of 
Tripoli in the past month. 
The new fighting came as 
Prim e Minister Selim Al Hoss 
prepared to meet with his 
cabinet to discuss a policy 
statement he was scheduled to 
submit to the first postwar ses­ 
sion of parliament on Thursday. 
Political sources said the plat­ 
form would include a call for a 
state of emergency. 
As in earlier Syrian-Palestini­ 
an clashes, the battle in the 
Sabra camp apparently deve­ 
loped between pro-Syrian guer­ 
rillas and members of the so­ 
called “ rejection front” 
groups, radicals who oppose 
S y r ia 's in te rve n tio n in 
Lebanon. 
“ We can hear the fighting 
from here, but we can’t deter­ 


mine who is fighting whom,” 
said a spokesman for the 
Palestine Liberation Organ­ 
ization. 
When U PI called the offices 
of the Syrian-controlled Saiqa 
guerrilla group near the camp, 
a burst of machine gun fire 
echoed over the telephone line 
and the Saiqa official who had 
answered said only, “ Call later 
—call later.” 
One resident of the area said 
he and his fam ily were huddled 
together in one small bedroom 
away from the house’s outside 
walls for greater safety from 
stray shells and rockets. 
“ It’s worse than ever,” he 
said. “ It’s just as if the war 
hadn’t ended.” 
Ambulances 
careened 
through the streets, sirens wail­ 
ing, taking the wounded to 
hospitals Troops of the Syrian- 
dominated peacekeeping army 
went on alert throughout the 
city. 
Prim e M inister Al Hoss 
called a cabinet meeting today 
to discuss issues vital to 
reconstruct war-ravaged Leba­ 
non. including arms collection. 


a possible call for m artial law 
and press censorship. 
One of the newspapers still 
publishing, the rightist daily Al 
Bayrak. said President Elias 
Sarkis planned to set up a cen­ 
sorship board including re­ 
presentatives of the govern­ 
ment. the press and the Syrian- 
dominated peacekeeping force. 
The occupied newspapers will 
be allowed to publish if they 
submit to censorship, Al Bay­ 
rak said.

Not many 17-year-olds want file 
cabinets for Christmas; but not many 
are school board members, either.

She began her work on the Lompoc 
Unified School District board last July. 
Her term will finish in January, when 
Lompoc High School’s Tony Ward will 
take her place. 
Karen is the fifth student board 
member since the program was initiated 


in 1974. Others have been Dan Ellertson, 
Pat Keogh, Tanya Yuhas and Denise 
Dietel. Karen feels it has been a 
*'‘valuable experience:” 
“I’ve learned how to organize my 
time, to listen to both sides of a question, 
a lot of things about how schools are 
run—practical stuff like the budget—and 
a lot about politics,” she says with a 
grin. 
She hopes to pass on some of her learn­ 
ing to future board reps through an idea 
and procedure book she’s developed. She 
also wants to submit a draft of a policy 
on student board member selection. 
“I don’t think very many kids are 
aware of the opportunities the student 
rep has,” Karen commented this week. 
Karen has been conscientious in at­ 
tending board meetings. Although she 
haq no vote, she says “I feel I can say 
whatever I want to say.” She even spent 
most of one summer day watching an 
Educational Employment Relations 
Board (EERB) hearing on a local collec­ 
tive bargaining matter. Karen also at­ 


tended two student government con­ 
ferences, in Ojai and Solvang, to prepare 
herself for board work. At two majoi 
education meetings she has met some oi 
the state’s top education leaders. 
Perhaps as a tribute to Karen’s wort 
and interest, she became the first loca 
student the board has sent to the Califor 
nia School Boards Association annua 
convention. In San Diego this month, she 
and Trustee Barbara Berg shared a 
room and attended some meetings 
together. 
Brown eyes twinkling, Karen recalls 
that Cabrillo Principal Robert Bickford 
“gave me a hard time” about being out 
of school when he bumped into her on 
Friday. Bickford was attending the an­ 
nual administrators’ conference.

One future concern, she believes, will 
be finding ways for the student bodies to 
replace revenue lost when the district’s 
hot lunch program comes into being next 
year. The student body-run snack bars 
would be “competing food services’’ un­ 
der the law. 
Karen has reached one firm conclusion 
about her job: at six months, the student 
terms are too short. “I’m just getting 
confident now,” she says. She would 
prefer one-year terms, with the student 
rep expected to keep in contact with all 
three bisti schools. 
A Cabrillo student since 
her 
sophomore year, Karen previously lived 
in seven other states with her Air F or ce 
family, parents, Lt. C<ri. and Mrs. John 
R. Schneider, sisters Krista, a Cabrillo 
freshman, and Kathe, a Buena Vista 
first-grader, and brother David, Cabrillo 
sophomore 
At Cabrillo, Karen also plays flute in 
the concert band, is a drill team member 
and is senior class ASB representative. 
Her future is still a little undecided. 
“Maybe” pre-med will be her college 
major. And there might be a school 
board election some day: “I would really 
be interested in it. Besides, I’d have a 
good chance—I’d be ahead because oi 
what I ve learned,” she says, revealing a 
political instinct experience has helped 
to develop.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
With all but one Cabinet job 
filled, the Women’s Political 
Caucus said Jimmy Carter is 
leaning heavily on “ Mike 
Machos” chosen from an elite 
“ old boys network.” 
There were equally harsh 
rumbles from other Interest 
groups Tuesday. 
The U.S. Conference of 
Mayors said the President-elect 
showed “ a striking insensitivity 
to the problems of cities” in 
naming Patricia Roberts 
Harris as housing secretary. 
The National Association of 
Homebuilders agreed. 


AFL-CIO labor leaders pub­ 
licly praised the applotment of 
Ray Marshall as labor se­ 
cretary, but some said private­ 
ly they were angry at being told 
so late in the game that 
Marshall — and not labor 
favorite John Dunlop — had 
been Carter’s top choice all 
along. 


The head of the Consumer 
Federation of America, Carol 
Tucker Foreman, said her im­ 
pact on the selection process 
was “ spotty.” She was consult­ 
ed "frequently and effectively” 
on the secretary of agriculture, 


but not at all on the secretaries 
of commerce and treasury, she 
said. 


Gloria Steinem, Rep.-elect 
Barbara Mikulski of Maryland 
and other caucus members told 
a news conference they have 
not even been able to get a hear­ 
ing with Carter while establish­ 
ment figures have slid into the 
top jobs. 


Ms. Steinem said, “ We did 
not work and vote for a Carter 
administration to get appoint­ 
ments that might have been 
made by President Ford.” 


Mexican peasants, leftists 
on march to demand more land 
Gangs may have caused fire 


TEPIC , Mexico (U P I) - 
Some 200 sandal-shod peasants, 
students and leftists today 
headed for the city of 
Guadalajara in western Mex­ 
ico, on their way to the nation’s 
capital to demand more land 
expropriations 
in 
the 
northwest. 
Shouting, “ We want land, we 
want land,” the demonstrators 
marched through this city in 
Nayarit state Tuesday night 
after a 180-mile drive from 
Mazatlan on the Pacific coast. 
There was no violence, 
although police kept a close 


watch on the protesters. 
They left Los Mochis, Sinaloa 
state, aboard buses, trucks and 
cars last Friday for the approx­ 
imately 1,000-mile journey 
south to Mexico City. 
In the capital, they hope to 
get an interview with President 
Jose Lope* Portillo. However, 
the president has not indicated 
he would receive them. 
A caravan spokesman said 
the peasants wanted the federal 
government 
to 
expropriate 
about 140,000 acres of land in 
the rich Ahome Valley in the 
northwest. 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - 
Street gangs involved in a re­ 
cent wave of neighborhood at­ 
tacks may have touched off an 
apartment house fire that killed 
six persons, caused the deaths 
of two unborn children and left 
30 persons injured, arson in­ 
vestigators indicated Tuesday. 
Fire Capt. Ray Carpenter 
said the blaze Monday night in 
the crowded 50-year-old two- 
story building, mostly housing 
Mexicans and Mexican Ameri­ 


cans, was of “ incendiary 
origin.” 
Investigator Bruce Stevens 
said the arson squad was in­ 
terested in an outbreak of 
street gang warfare that 
preceded the fire and he was 
working closely with the police 
gang squad, interviewing gang 
members. 
The violence started Friday 
when Abel Garcia was hit in the 
stomach by one of five bullets 
fired into his apartment. Two 


youths were seen running from 
the area. 
Saturday night a rfiot was 
fired from a passing car at Ar­ 
notto Morsin but missed. 
Monday night a gang fight 
broke out near the apartment 
house, breaking up before 
police arrived. 
Shortly afterward the fire 
broke out on the first floor of 
the 20-unit apartment house and 
swept up an open stairwell, 
blocking upstairs exits.

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Talking 
dirty: 
Steelers famous 
for foul play, 
claims Al Davis

NEW YORK (UPI) - For years now, the Oakland Raiders 
have been called an overaggressive team. Some people have 
gone even even further than that and charged them with 
playing dirty football, an accusation their boss, Al Davis, 
feels has been pinned on them because the Pittsburgh 
Steelers have themselves an exceptionally smart coach. 
The man Davis has in mind is Chuck Noll, whose Steelers 
meet the Raiders for the AFC championship Sunday in Oak­ 
land from where the winner goes to the Super Bowl. 
Ordinarily, Chuck Noll doesn’t have much to say about 
other ball clubs. He did, however, make pointed reference to 
the Raiders’ style of play after his wide receiver, Lynn 
Swann, suffered a concussion when nailed from behind with 
a forearm by Oakland defensive back George Atkinson in the 
first regular game of the season, won by the Raiders. 
Asked for his comment, Noll said, “You have a criminal 
element in all aspects of society. Apparently, we have it in 
the NFL, too.’’ 
Atkinson was fined (1,500 for the episode and Noll’s little 
speech cost him (1,000. Now that the two teams are about to 
go winging at one another again in Sunday’s far more impor­ 
tant contest, there has been talk about revenge, retribution 
and dirty football. 
“The Steelers started all this, but their coach was in­ 
telligent enough to turn it around at us,” Davis said from 


Oakland Tuesday. 
“He was smart. He made us look like the villains, but you 
don’t think the Steelers got where they are now by playing 
nice, soft football, do you? Be assured they didn’t get to the 
Super Bowl the past two years by being nice fellows. 
“They’re called ‘the Great Intimidators.’ I never called 
them that, others did, but go ask around the league and listen 
what they have to say about the kind of football the Steelers 
play. 
“They cracked up Golden Richards (Dallas’ wide recei­ 
v e1) pretty good in the last Super Bowl game, didn’t they? 
How about our championship game with them in 1974? They 
were brutal on Freddie Biletnikoff and Cliff Branch, abso­ 
lutely brutal. They won, but we didn’t complain about it. And 
did you see Dwight White standing over Bert Jones last Sun­ 
day, trying to slap the ball away from him? Look, they’re 
rough. I’m not saying they’re dirty, but they play very hard, 
tough football.” 
What about the Raiders? 
“What about us?” Davis repeated the question. "Bilet­ 
nikoff and Branch get killed every week, but did you ever 
hear them complain? Never. We have a policy-no bitch­ 
ing....” 
Al Davis makes a good case for his team, but he still 


leaves a few things unsaid. George Atkinson, for example, 
draws repeated penalties for personal fouls, and the high in­ 
cidence of bruising, controversial plays the Raiders are in­ 
volved in certainly don’t make them candidates for the Good 
Conduct Medal. There’s a fine line between the tough, hard- 
nosed kind of football Al Davis talks about and the other 
kind, and sometimes I’ve seen the Raiders step over that 
line, intentionally or otherwise. 
On the other hand, nobody will ever mistake any of the 
Steelers for Little Bo Peep, either. Mean Joe Creene nor­ 
mally is a pleasant, easygoing individual, nothing at all like 
the designation in front of his name would imply, but he can 
get worked up during a ball game, enough so that he was 
once fined by the league for mistaking a rival player for the 
football and punting him a couple of yards. 
No matter what, the Raiders reahsejt won’t be^ / S u n ­ 
day keeping the Steelers from a third trip 
thej ^ r Bowl. 
“We may be in over our heads,” Davis said. The Stylers 
are truly a great football team. We expected them to bea 
Baltimore but we didn’t expect them to dominate them the 
way they did. They looked so overwhelming. We ve been 
more of a courageous team than a super team this yew. All 
year long, we’ve had a number of our key men out. we ve 
had to scratch, fight and hustle for everything we got.

PATERSON, N.J. (UPI) - Rubin 
“Hurricane” Carter and John Artis 
Tuesday night were convicted for the se­ 
cond time on charges of killing three 
whites in a Paterson bar IO years ago. 
The Passaic County Court jury 
deliberated for a little over nine hours 
before finding the two guilty of three 
counts of first-degree murder. 
Carter and Artis sat stunned at the 
defense table as the jury foreman read 
the verdict. Family members and 
spectators broke into loud sobs. 
Judge Bruno Leopizzi immediately 
revoked the defendants’ bail and ordered 
them held at the Passaic County Jail 
pending a bail report Friday. He set 
sentencing for Feb. 2, 1977. Both men 
could get up to life in jail. 
In reviewing the trial, Artis’ lawyer. 
Lewis steel, asserted, “The jury couldn’t 
see through the obvious racism in this 
case.” He said the defendants could not 
get a fair trial because the prosecution 
introduced evidence that the killings 
were racially motivated. 
Myron Beldock, Carter’s lawyer, said 
after the verdict, "He (Carter) reacted 
in pain. He is in the same pain as we 
are.” 
Both lawyers said they would appeal 
the verdict. 
During the trial, the prosecution said 
Carter and Artis, both black, killed three 
whites, a bartender and two patrons, at 
the Lafayette Bar and Grill on June 17, 
1966. 
Prosecutor Burrell Ives Humphreys 
said the murders were to avenge the 
murder of a black bartender by a white 
man at another bar earlier that night. At 
the time, Paterson and the rest of the 
country wore rife with racial turmoil. 
Carter and Artis, who claimed they 
were not at the scene, said they were 
framed by law enforcement officials. 
Carter had been an outspoken advocate 
of black civil rights and a major critic of 
the local police. 
Carter and Artis were found guilty at 
their first trial in 1967 and sentenced to 
life in prison. 
Under their old sentences, Artis, serv­ 
ing a single life sentence, would have 
been eligible for parole on April 21, IMO. 
Carter was serving three consecutive 
life sentences and would have been eligi­ 
ble for parole after serving one third of 
the time. 
Last March the state Supreme Court 
granted a new trial to the two defendants 
on the ground that the prosecution in the 
original trial suppressed evidence im­ 
portant to the defense. 
After the jury left the room Tuesday 
night, Artis and Carter slowly got up 
from their seats and handed their per­ 
sonal belongings to friends and relatives 
seated in the gallery. 
Carter then leaned across to his sister, 
Jean, and kissed her hands. A spectator 
handed Artis a large red-and-white 
Christmas stocking filled with snail pre­ 
sents.

Player's death 
stuns Memphis

Neither the game, the victory, nor the 
high scorers were very important Tues­ 
day night to the players and students at 
Memphis State. 
Just before the start of the basketball 
game against Ole Miss, a contest which 
normally would have stirred up Southern 
rivalries, the Memphis State players 
were told by Coach Wayne Yates that 
forward John Gunn, the team’s leading 
rebounder, had died of complications 
arising from a rare illness. 
The tl-year-old, 6-foot-9 Memphis 
native died Tuesday during an 
emergency tracheotomy begun after a 
lung collapsed. He was hospitalized Dec. 
ll suffering a disease called Stevens- 
Johnson Syndrome. 
Memphis State President Billy M. 
Jones led a brief memorial service for 
Gunn before the game. 
“A valiant young man, who won our 
hearts and our genuine admiration has 
lost his battle against a rare and un­ 
relenting opponent,” Jones told 10,000 
persons attending the game. It was the 
first most of them had heard of Gunn’s 
death. 
Gunn averaged IO points a game last 


season. As a freshman he was voted 
“Mr. Hustle” by his teammates. 
Guard Dexter Reed wept openly in the 
dressing room after scoring 34 points to 
lead the grieving Tigers to an 86-83 win. 
“He was my best friend,” Reed said. 
“It s hard to take.” 
“I was proud of the team tonight—the 
way they put it aside for a little while 
and won for Big John,” Yates said. 
“John would have wanted us to win 
tonight.” 
Elsewhere in college basketball, top- 
ranked Michigan overwhelmed Central 
Michigan. 104-63, second-ranked Notre 
Dame romped over Vermont, 89-48, 
third-ranked San Francisco beat Oral 
Roberts, 86-76, and No. 16 Minnesota 
handed fifth-ranked Marquette its se­ 
cond straight home-game loss, 66-56.

All-Star game junked 


CHICAGO (UPI) — The College All-Star game, a summer football classic 
since 1934, has been discontinued permanently by the Chicago Tribune 
Charities because of spiraling costs. 
The series between college football’s brightest stars and the National Foot­ 
ball League champions, conceived by Tribune Sports’ Editor Arch Ward, had 
been played every summer over the past 42 years with the exception of 1974 
when a players strike forced its cancellation. 
Robert H Hunt, president of the Chicago Tribune and Tribune Charities, 
Tuesday cited uncertainties in recruiting and the doubling of player insurance 
costs as prime reasons for the cancellation. 
‘‘Unfortunately, problems which make continuation impossible have been 
created by uncertainties in recruiting player personnel and increasing ex­ 
penses reflected in insurance costs that doubled last year alone because of high 
player salaries,” said Hint. 
“The College AU-Star game played a major role in promoting the growth of 
the National Football League,” league Commissioner Pete Rozelle said. “I 
regret it is no longer practical economically for Chicago Tribune Charities to 
sponsor it.” 
Tribune officials said the cancellation followed a national trend in which 
other all-star games yielded to economic considerations. They said local spon­ 
sors of the Coaches All-American game in Lubbock, Tex., withdrew support last 
summer because of declining attendance, decreased player participation and 
increased insurance costs.

Want to pay? 
This is the season to be 
merry, as they say, but being 
merry can also bring tragedy 
in the form of a drinking 
automobile driver. 
Law enforcement agencies 
have kicked off their annual 
campaign this week against 
drunk driving and their mes­ 
sage this year is aimed at the 
wallet of the holiday driver. 
An arrest for drunken driv­ 
ing, first offense, could cost as 
much as $3,000, according to 
the law officials. This would 
include fines, impound 
charges, attorney fees, time 
off for court appearance and 
increased insurance rates. 
Is the last drink worth 
$3,000? 
Officials say that the 
emphasis on the financial cost 
of drunken driving is neces­ 
sary to bring the public’s at­ 
tention to the problem. 


But, of course, there are 
other consequences from the 
drinking driver — accidents, 
including fatal accidents. No 
cost can be put on the value of 
human life. 
Persons giving holiday par­ 
ties are cautioned to watch 
their guests to be sure they 
don’t drive after drinking too 
many toasts. Los Angeles 
District Attorney John Van de 
Kamp even warns that the 
courts could eventually hold 
hosts responsible for the ac­ 
tions of their guests. 
If one must drink to gain a 
festive mood, it is sincerely 
hoped that common sense is 
employed before getting 
behind the wheel. 
Patrol forces will be in­ 
creased this coming weekend 
and next by about 25 per cent 
and they will be particularly 
watchful for those without 
common sense.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Carter's first crisis 


WASHINGTON - The Panama Canal 
controversy could blow up in Jimmy 
Carter’s face after he moves into the 
White House next month. 
Classified State Dept, cables from the 
U.S. embassy in Panama warn that '‘the 
economy is floundering.” This has been 
caused, the cables declare blunUy, by in­ 
ternal mismanage­ 
ment. 
The bleak economic 
outlook likely will en­ 
courage Panam a's 
m ilitary dictator, 
Omar Torrijos, to 
raise an emotional is­ 
sue to divert the atten­ 
tion of the populace 
from their pocketbook 
problems. Almost cer­ 
tainly, he will clamor 
m ore loudly for 
sovereignty over the 
Panama Canal. 
A few weeks ago, 
the Canal Zone was 
rocked by bomb explo­ 
sions. The bombs were 
professionally rigged and carefully 
planted to cause a maximum scare, with 
minimum damage. The nighttime explo­ 
sions blew up empty cars and damaged 
houses, without personal injury. 
Secret reports to the Pentagon 
speculated that the bombs were planted 
by Torrijos’ own guardsmen and were in­ 
tended as a message to the United 
States. Torrijos wants some major con­ 
cessions from the United States on the 
Panama Canal, and he wants them right 
away. He badly needs to produce a 
triumph to save his regime from 
collapse. 
For the economic crisis could dry up 
capital and leave the Torrijos regime 
without the funds to run the country. The 
resulting instability could lead to a left­ 
wing rebellion that would sweep the 
military government out of power. 
This could present Carter with his first 
international crisis. He might have to 
decide whether to use U.S. forces to de­ 
fend the Canal Zone. Such a show of 
force would certainly alienate Latin 
America, whose leaders are united 
behind Panama on the canal issue. 
Torrijos has only himself to blame, ac­ 
cording to the State Dept, cables, for 
Panama’s deepening recession. The 
cables charge that he has mismanaged 
the economy. 
He has permitted the external debt to 
soar out of sight. He has also been un­ 
willing to hold down labor and production 
costs but, on the contrary, has fostered 
"high wages, subsidies and consumer 
imports,” states one cable. 


This has produced ”a standard of liv­ 
ing which no longer appears to be sup­ 
portable by Panama’s inefficient 
domestic production.” It has also 
reduced the ability to compete. The 
country’s “basic economic weakness,” 
declares another cable, is its “non- 
competitiveness in the world market.” 
High production costs have left 
Panama’s manufacturing industry with 
“little export or overall growth poten­ 
tial” The wage structure is also es­ 
timated to be “the highest in Central 
America and among the highest in all 
Latin America.” 


Finally, the Torrijos government has 
usually set support prices above the 
world market level. Result: Panama 
can’t profitably export major crops like 
rice and cora. The country’s sugar in­ 
dustry “is likewise non-competitive,” 
according to the cables. 
The only possible solution for 


Panama’s economic problems, the 
cables stress, would require slashing the 
wages, subsidies and other benefits that 
the Torrijos regime has granted the 
working classes. This might not be 
“politically possible,” the cables con­ 
clude. 
Footnote: A State Dept, spokesman 
acknowledged that Panama has its 
economic woes but declined to discuss 
the cables because of their confidential 
classification. 
CIVIL SERVICE SHUFFLE: The 
Civil Service Commission is keeping a 
watchful eye on Republican appointees 
who, with a soft-shoe shuffle, are trying 
to dance their way into civil service jobs 
before the Democrats take over. 
It happens every time there is a 
political changeover. Dozens of political 
bosses seek civil service status so they 
won’t lose their jobs. But this time, the 
Civil Service Commission is quietly 
monitoring all major job changes until 
President-elect Jimmy Carter is sworn 
in. 


At the Action agency, for example, 
papers were signed for Myron B. 
Kuropas to bead the Philadelphia office. 
Yet he is strictly a political appointee 
out of the White House. As a presidential 
assistant, he was assigned to woo ethnic 
voters for President Ford. 


Earlier, he headed Action’s Chicago 
office long enough to have six complaints 
filed against him, alleging racial and 
sexual discrimination. Acting on one 
complaint, a federal judge recently ruled 
that Kuropas had “antipathy for 
women” and that his treatment of them 
was “reprehensible ” He once issued a 
memo, for example, banning any women 
in the Chicago office from holding a 
meeting without his permission. 


Our inquiries, apparently, have 
resulted in the cancellation of his 
Philadelphia appointment. He denied 
that he had been guilty of discrimination 
at Action and said he had no plans to 
return to the agency. 


At Action’s Atlanta office, another 
campaign aide has gone through the 
quiet transformation into a career of­ 
ficial. He is Paul Jones, who was in 
charge of lining up black voters for ex- 
President Richard Nixon's campaign 
committee. 


Jones told Mack businessmen that 
their success in getting government con­ 
tracts would depend on whether they 
contributed to Nixon’s campaign, ac­ 
cording to sworn testimony. He also sent 
people to Washington to demonstrate 
support of Nixon’s bombing and mining 
of North Vietnam in 1972. 


But now that the Republicans have 
lost, he has suddenly turned non-political 
and gained civil service status. Jones 
told us that he handled minority voters 
during the 1972 campaign but didn’t 
solicit contributions.

This being the season for cheer and 
forgiveness, I am moved to meditate 
that Chile may be showing greater con­ 
cern for its political prisoners than the 
United States, it now being obvious that 
Howard Hunt really is just that — a 
political prisoner. 
A year ago Professor James Q. Wilson 
of Harvard, whose 
book on crime and 
punhisment is a con­ 
temporary classic, 
made a reference to 
the extraordinary 
prison terms given out 
by Judge John Sirica. 
As for Howard Hunt’s 
term — two and one 
half to eight years — 
Professor Wilson, who 
is a penological hawk, 
said that with Hunt’s 
reco rd ( i.e ., no 
previous convictions, 
zero probability of a 
repeated offense), 
anyone else convicted 
of the identical offense 
— conspiracy to break and rater — 
would have been fined, and given a “30- 
day suspended sentence.” 
Judge Sirica, as everybody knows, was 
endeavoring to put special pressure on 
his prisoners to cooperate with the 
prosecution. Well, that pressure worked. 
Hunt testified before every committee 
and every grand jury impaneled to in­ 
vestigate. As practically everyone 
knows, his wife was killed in an airplane 
accident in the fall of 1972, and he was 
left with four children to look after; and 
the months went by. 
Now, there is a procedure for persons 
convicted 
of a federal offense who 
believe that their sentences were inor­ 
dinate, or that for special reasons those 
sentences should be mitigated In the of­ 
fice of the Attorney General of the 
United States is someone railed the 
Pardon Attorney. His job is to prepare 
recommendations for the President of 
the United States. Hunt’s attorney ap­ 
proached the Pardon Attorney in Oc­ 
tober, 1975, and asked how long it would 
require to weigh the evidence, in the 
case of Hunt, in order to prepare a 
recommendation for the president. The 
answer: “Three or four months.” The 
papers were completed instantly, and 
recommendations for leniency filed, in­ 
cluding copies of public statements 
made by such as Erie Sevareid, James 
Jackson Kilpatrick, and Howard K. 
Smith 
Eight months went by. I am a friend of 
Hunt, and godfather to three of his 
children, and accordingly telephoned 
the Pardon Attorney and asked if he 
could account for the extraordinary 
delay. Were there political considera­ 
tions standing in the way of a commuta­ 
tion of sentence? He replied that I would 
have to draw my own conclusions, that 
he believed the recommendation would 


be made in a very short while. 
A long while later — In July 1976 — I 
addressed the Attorney General directly 
to ask whether, in fact, political con­ 
siderations were vitiating due process. A 
month after that, I received a reply from 
die acting Attorney General advising me 
that the Pardon Attorney “expects to 
receive shortly the last report which he 
views as necessary to developing his 
recommendation to the Attorney 
General.” 
On the whole, I like to believe At­ 
torneys General, but it is difficult to do 
so in this case. If there is an American 
this 
side of the fever swamps who 
believes that Howard Hunt should still be 
in jail for the foolishness he committed 
in June of 1972, and after spending 90 
months in jail, I doubt that that person 
would have taken ten months to forward 
his recommendation in the matter to the 
Pardon Attorney. What obviously the 
whole gang did not want is to pardon 
Hunt during the election campaign, on

toward illegal aliens. Most Americans 
are at least somewhat aware of their in­ 
creasing presence, and also of the grief 
they engender. We know we can’t afford 
to be benevolent. We know we must stop 
the madness. We even know how to do it. 
And still we do not act. 
Not that we haven’t hgonized to a good 
extent. According to the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, as many as a 
million foreigners, mostly from Mexico, 
are silently invading the nation annually. 
Ten million may be here now, more or 
less permanently. Many states and the 
federal government call the phenomenal 
a crisis. 
Already the illegals account for 
perhaps three-million jobs that would 
otherwise be available to legitimate resi­ 
dents. Vernon Jervis of the Immigration 
Department says at least one million of 
the jobs are substantial. And the work is 
not the only thing lost; much of the $3 
billion to $10 billion earned each year by 
illegals is untaxed and sent by the wage 
earners to be spent in their home na­ 
tions. 
And, as things stand now, it can only 
get worse. For years immigration has 
admitted that its border patrol, though 
substantial, is unable to cope with the 
matter. Meanwhile, Mexico’s population 
(now 60 million) is doubling every 20 
years, pauperism there is common, the 
per capita CNP is a thin $740, space and 
resources are shrinking, and more and 
more peons are seeking relief in 
America. 
Therefore the outlook is numbing. By 
i960 there may be 15 million of them 
here, accounting for something like 6 per 
cent of the population. Combined earn­ 
ings of the more fortunate among these 
may total as much as $50 million a day 
by some estimates. Others, less for­ 
tunate, will assuredly be causing havoc 
in the public hospitals, welfare agencies, 
jails and slums of a dozen or more af­ 
fected states. 
Also by then there may be additional 
misfortunes of a social nature. Last year 
disgusted farm workers in New Mexico 
set up a border patrol of their own, using 
violence, to flag the rush of illegals. 
Even now there are gangs of young ban­ 
dits raping and robbing the legally 
defenseless aliens crossing the border 
into California. Authorities predict far 
more of this behavior as bitterness 
deepens. 
But still, faced with this clear and pre­ 
sent danger, America seems to be in­ 
capable of reacting quickly and effec­ 
tively. Congress has wrestled with 
several bills — one of which would make 
the hiring of illegals a crime (as of now, 
it’s not) — but to no good end. All the 
while, 3,000 more Mexicans arrive here 
every day. 
The reason for our collective im­ 
potency is that we are in the grip of our 
own compassion. A law against hiring 
illegals, it’s suggested, would be a 
burden on every Hispanic in the nation. 
The law might also place thousands of 
well-meaning employers in jeopardy 
And then there are the illegals 
them selves; the U.S. Catholic 
Conference says we should gram the 
aliens already here a humane amnesty 
In the end, if there is to be an end to the 
invasion, someone will have to be hurt. 
Laws of such scope inevitably shatter the 
customs or conveniences of many. 
National identity papers? Greater 
regulation of business? More sur­ 
veillance of one unfortunate minority? 
Then, too, if the cheap labor is one day 
kept out, every one of us may be stung by 
higher prices for our apples and lettuce. 


the grounds that doing so would revive 
talk about the pardon of Richard Nixon. 
Well, let us be grand about it and accept 
it that Hunt’s remaining in jail must be 
considered a trivial sacrifice to pay for 
the prospective reelection of a president 
of the United States. 
But the election was weeks ago. Hunt 
rots in jail, for no purpose, and there is 
no explanation for it other than the 
sadistic neglect of uncommunicative 
bureaucrats who give speeches about 
justice and apparently think nothing of 
taking more than one year to process a 
simple application for justice and for 
mercy. If the Pardon Attorney concludes 
that Hunt should not be let out of jail, 
then why not develop the guts to say so? 
Perhaps the services of John Sirica as a 
ghost-writer could be made available? 
Or will Hunt have to wait for a 
Democratic President to exercise 
rudimentary clemency for a minor par­ 
ticipant of that sordid affair who has 
been redundantly punished? 


The National Right to Work Commit­ 
tee in their press releases say it is clear 
that the vote in the right-to-work states 
is what put Carter over the top — and 
they expect something for that, Jimmy. 
Meanwhile, we all know that organized 
labor is congratulating itself that its ef­ 
forts put its choice in the White House — 
and they are certainly not unexpectant, 
either.
